A GOOD MILEER. 


A correspondent asks for the easen- 
tials of a good milker. He is answer- 
ed by a writer as follows: The essential 
qualities of a good milker are cleanly 
habits, gentle and kindly manners and 
quickness of motion. Cleanliness of the 
cow is as essential as cleanliness of the 
milker, and both are indispensable to 
clean milk. The cow enjoys being clean 
and as soon as she gets used to being 
cleaned she takes pleasure in it if it 
is done gently and with proper im- 
Plements. All cows should be cleaned 
off, carded and brushed at least once 
a day, better before each milking. Use 
a wire-tooth card and palmetto brush. 
This cleaning should be done outside of 
the milking place. No milker should be 
allowed to begin milking before wash- 
ing his or her hands. Therefore, 
convenient lavatory or washing place 
should be provided in each dairy barn. 


If the cows are not all cleaned before 
milking they should all be closely in- 
spected, and those whose udders need 
washing be washed before milking is 
begun. The milker should then re- 
wash his hands and dry them well be- 
fore beginni to. milk. A napkin or 
towel should provided every milker 
inj and he should be required to wipe off 
the udder before beginning to milk.

THE LIZARD HAS AN UMBRELLA. 


i Also Mas a Tall That Might be Lsefal 
‘ to Mothers of Bad Boys, 


The frilled lizard is found in Aistral- 
ian woods, being tolerably abundant in 
north Queensland and the Kimberly 
district of western Australia. It lives 
on beetles such as are found on the tree 
barks. It has some characteristics of 
which Nature tells, Three pictures ac- 
company the article, giving front, rear, 
and side views of the animal. It is about 
three feet long, measured from head to 
tail point. What makes it remarkable 
consists of two things—its hurry walk 
and its fighting anger. 
. It carries’a sort of natural umbrella 
top about its neck, which it elevates 
suddenly with an alarming effect, even 
to ordinary lizard killing dogs, scaring 
them as an umbrella opened in the 
face of a charging bull. Hence it is 
called the frilled lizard. Its teeth are 
not of much use as a defence —_ 
@ vigorous animal, but when it fights 
it uses its long, lithe tail in a way to 
bring long brusies on one’s hands: in 
fact, could it be properly trained it 
might serve as an automatic switch, 
which, like the magic rub-a-dub-dub 
stick, would at the word administer a 
thrashing to the disobedient child. 
From the scientific pomt of view the 
creature’s peculiar method of ambula- 
tion is most interesting, because it pre- 
sents an absurdly grotesque appearance 
at such times, more eapecially trom the 
rear. I twalks bipededally, or on two 
feet, like a bird, and so much does it 
resemble a bird in its walk that it 
seems to be the connecting link bet weea 
the ancestors of birds and the lizards 
|} Of to-day. It walks in a hurry, and the 
photographs were secured with some 
difficulty from livin specimens in Eng- 
land, the most rapid roller-blind shut- 
ter of an Anschutz being necessary, as 
ordinary shutters did not work fast 
jenough, a dim, blurred streak being all 
the Seige they got.

THE VALUE OF OUR MISTAKES. 


It is always a pleasant thing to be 
right, but it is generally a much more 
useful thing to be wrong. If you are 
right, all that you dm as a rule, isto 
confirm your previous opinion, your 
previous habits of reasoning. and your 
previous self-esteem. But if you are 
wrong, you generally gain in knowledge 
and gain perception of the way in which 
your method of diagnosis needs im- 
provement, and the influence on self- 
esteem is not likely to do you harm. 

At least that is my own experience, 
and I think f have observea it confirm- 
ed in others. But the result is depend- 
ent upon deliberate effort. 

There is a strong temptation to 
smooth down error, and it is very easy 
not to gain from its precious leason, It 
i# more easy to fancy that there is some 
accidental cause for the mistake than 
frankly to perceive ,that it is a fault. 
But if you make a deliberate effort to 
realize and to face in your own mind 
the mistake you have made, to discern 
its cause, and to employ this perception 
as far as you can to remove the cause 
and prevent a like mistake in the fu- 
ture--if you ean do this, almost every 
error becomes one of the precious ex- 
perience of your practical life,

PREPARATIONS FOR CABBAGE. 


Hot Slaw.—Slice with a sharp knife 
from a solid head of cabbage enough 
to cook, put in a kettle over the fire 
with half a cup or more of hot water, 
cover closely to keep the steam in, cook 
20 to 80 minutes, then add salt and but- 
ter, Just before taking it up add « 
few spoonfuls of vinegar. 

Dressing for Salad.—Beat yolks of 2 
eggs thoroughly, add 1 teaspoon salt, 
2 teaspoons white sugar, 1 teaspoon 
mustard, 1-4 teaspoon pepper, 1 table- 
spoon butter, 4 tablespoons cider vine- 
ear, mix well together and put in a 
double kettle over the fire, stir until 
it thickens, set away until very cold ;

Pacific Railway. and turning you see 
the yalley in which Redlands is situat- 
ed, sp out before you, 
the mountains. It isa 
impressive sight showing w 
has done in orn ee grandeur and 
man has embellis art. All of 
this verdure of trees, fruits and flowers 
are entirely d t on Bear Valley 
Lake for irrigation for withont water 
artificial —— on wee not be 
a green thing of any kind. This 
has cost the owners (Smiley Brothers) 
so far over $200,000 and improvements 
are still going on. The Smileys have 
beautiful hotels in the Adriondacks in 
northern New York magnificently farn- 
ished, where ee to 
bo sold or used, the conditions are 
of perfect rest to the guests if desired. 
They are said to be largely patronized. 
The Smileys are of the family of 
Friends. Whether the brothers made 
heir money in that way, I can't aay, 
though I am informed they did, bat 
they must be wealthy, and in this park 
of Smiley Heights they have given joys 
| forever in these things of beauty. If 
any of your readers should visit this 
part of Southern California I would 
| say to them, “ Visit. Redlands and its 
Heights.” We spent a good share of 
the day in driving through the parks 
and city and returned to Riverside with 
another and new experience of this 
land of almost continued sunshine.ever- 
greens and flowers.

LEGISLATORS OF BRITAIN. 


Tertes Are Mostly Yeung and Liberals 
Mestly Gid. 

Whenever the Tories : 
Majority in parliament, the spectator 
at Westminster is always amazed at the 
number of very young men who en- 
joy seats in the house of commons, 
writes a London correspondent. Often 
the scene looked more like some phase 
of acollege commencement than the 
gathering of the oldest parliament in 
the world. “I have said that this waa a 
peculiarity of large Tory majorities, 
When the Liberals are in office, and in 
heavily numerical preponderance, on the 
commons’ benches middle aged and eld- 
erly men are the rule. 

It is only rarely that a youngster gets 
in as a Liberal at an English election. 
Plenty of young men go to the polls 
as Liberal candidates, but they have al- 
most invariably received the nomina- 
tions simply because success is hopeless. 
They are encouraged to spend their 
money and time on these fruitless bat- 
tles on the tacit understanding that 
by and by the party whips will revog- 
nize their devotion and give them a 
chance to fight constituencies where 
there is some prospect of winning. 
Meanwhile the safe ziberal seats are 
peeceliy all in ession of the gray- 

ds, and in the large lists of bor- 
coughs and county divisions, where par- 
ties are tolerably evenly balanced, very 
few Liberal candidates under 40 years 
age can get a nomination. 

The most obvious reason for this is, 
of course, that Liberal candidates have 
to rely upon a demonstration of person- 

fitness, of individual acquaintance 
with governmental problems, and the 
thousund and one possibilities of © re- 
form, retrenchment and so on, which 
is not insisted upon with others. The 
80 and thrifty midale classes—the 
higher artisans, the small hopkeepers, 
manufacturers and commercia and in- 
dustrial workers—are the people who 
elect Liberals when they are elected. 
And these people are not easily captur- 
ed by the glamor of a young man’s 
sinart manner and glibness of tongue. 
They want gravity, solidity and the 
evidence of mature experience and judg- 
ment. They desire to vote for a man 
who has made money in his own busi- 
ness, or an established position for him- 
self in his profession. Here and there 
an exceptionally _ britliant youngster, 
particularly if he is a journalist or bar- 
rister who is doing wel) for ‘his years, 
and is a favorite with party leaders, 
like Mr. Gladstone or Mr. Morley. may

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A KIND OF FARMING THAT PAYS. 


One point needs to be emphasized at 
this time: Farmers should inquire more 
closely into the wants of local markets, 
and try to meet their requirements. It 
is surprising to what ap extent the 
interior towns depend upon large cities 
perhaps 30 or 50 miles away—for pro- 
ducts which should be supplied by near. 
by farmers. In the more thickly popu- 
lated parts of the country, fresh vege- 
tables, poultry, e885, Meat anid dairy pro- 
ducts are always in demand, at fairly 
remunerative prices, yet how little of 


the money paid for these commodities 
Sees into the pockets of farmers, who 
should receive it all. In fact, it is no 
uncommon sight to gee farmers buy-

DELICIOUS CAKES. 

In making cake be accurate in the 
welghts and measures. 
cream together the butter and sugar. 
Have the eggs as fresh as possible and 
cold, Pastry flour is the best for cake.

If possible, never move a cake 
until the centre is thoroughly set, and, 
in watching the cake open and shut the 
oven door as quietly and gently as 
possible, Test a cake before removing 
it from the oven by sticking a broom 
straw through the thickest part. If

the straw.comes out clean and free from 


dough the cake is done. 

An excellent sponge cake may be 
made with six eggs. Have the weight 
of five eggs in sugar and beat it into 
the yolks of six-eggs until it is very | 
light and amooth. Grate the yellow 
rind of one lemon into the mixture and | 
and half the juice of the lemon. Have | 
ready the weight of three eggs in sift- 
ed flour and add it to the other ingredi- | 
ents. Finally, stir in lightly the whites |

Almond cake is delicious, Beat to- 
gether one cup of butter and .two of 
sugar; stir into the creamed mixture 
the yolks of six eggs, putting them in 
one at a time; two cups of flour. 
half a teaspoonful of baking powder and

A very old but excellent recipe is 
dried apple cake. Cover one and. a

¢hop the apples, and stew them twenty 
minutes with one and a half pints of 
| taolasses and one tablespoonful each of 
cinnamon, mace and cloves. Cream un- 
| il very soft a scant half pound of but- 
ter and add to the cooked apples and 
molasses when _— become cold. Add 
one beaten egg, a level teaspoonful of 
soda dissolv in a tablespoonful of 
boiling water, fourteen ounces of sift- 
ed flour, anda half pint of ‘seeded rais- 
ins, sout in half. Mix very thoroughly 
and bake in a moderate oven. This 
jeake is often called farmer's fruit 
| cake, ‘ 

To make chocolate layers, grate one- 
quarter of a pound of Baker's chocolate 
/and add to it half a teaspoonful of 
| powdered cinnamon and the same am- 
ount of a powder and a heaping 
| tablespoonfulof sifted flour. Beat light- 

ly the yolksd of six eggs and stir into

To make an orange filling, beat the 
whites of two eggs to a stiff froth 
|and boil one and one-quarterr cups of 
|suga rwith half a cup of water until 
) it will thread, Pour the boiling syrup 
in a very fine stream on the walepes 
whites, beating hard all the time. Add 
| the grated rind and juice of an orange 
| and continue to beat until it is cold and 
stiffened enough to place between cakes 
| without running. 

To make a boiled frosting, put in a 
small saucepan one cup of granulated 
| sugar, one-quarter of a cup of beilin 
| Water, and a quarter of a teaspoonful o 
; cream of tartar. Boil for five minutes. 
Beat the white of an egg to a stiff 
| froth and gradually pour the hot syrup 
j over the beaten white, stirring all the 
| time. Beat for five minutes after the 
syrup is added. Flavor to suit the 
taste. Do not stir the 
boiling. =

Rare 
ly in the history of criminal joriapra- 
dence has there been eatablished 8 
mors carefully Unked chain of circam- 
stantial evidence round a murderer. 
More than 1,000 witnesses were e¢xam- 
ined. The Argentine authorities left no 
Stone unturned to clear up the case, 
and the French authorities spared no 
expense to procure proof against the 
primer. 

_A detailed account of the crime reads 
like one of Gaborian’s red romances. A 
brief sketch of it follows 

On April 2, I804, the police of Buenos 
Ayres found a sack on the outskirts of 
the town. It contained the beadlewe, 
armless, and legless body of a man. 
The trunk waa covered with aawdarst, 
salt, pieces of linen, and material that 
evidently had been taken out of 
mattress. In the evening of the same 
day another sack was found contain- 
ing the arms and legs of the victim, 
They were covered with the same ma- 
terials and with pieces of torn news.

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NEW YORK’S LIQUOR LAWS. 
Ae They Wl be om the Int May—The Ratnes 
Excise Rill, 

Governor Morton, of New York State, 
has signed the Raines High License bill. 
The Raines Exeise bill, which thus be- 
comes law/(after April 8) next, gives 
local option to towns, but not to cities. 
It is applied, as a tax law, by State 
authorities. and local authorities have 
no control whatever of the liquor tar- 
iff under it. It fixes a uniform license 
for sale of all kinds of liquor in quan- 
tities leas than five gallome. The fol- 
lowing is a condensation of its chief pro- 
visions: 

Liquor tax certificates will be issu- 
ei by the State Commissioner to any- 
one who pays the required fee. 

Every liquor tax certificate in New 
York vcity will cost $800 a year; in 
Brooklyn $6507 in Buffalo, and other 
leading cities, $500; in cities under 50,- 
000 inhabitants ,$350; in towns under 
10,000, $300; in villages under 5,000 
$300;.in places under 1,200, $200; and 
in the country, $100. 

Drug stores cannot sell liquor, except 
upon a physician's written prescription, 
and must pay a tax of $100 in New 
York, grading downward in smaller 
places. They may take out storekeep- 
er’s certificates. 


Every States car, buffet car, and 
steamboat, wil 


be charged §200 for a 
liquer li 


Jne-third of all collected fees must be 
given to the State. 

Towns can vole on local option every 
two years. 

The consent of two-thirds of 
owners of dwelling houses within 200 


feet of a. place must be secured before | 


@ certificate will be granted. 

No dry goods, grocery, provision or 
drug store — can sell liquors to 
be drunk on the premises unless in 
some place entirely distinct from the 
regular place of business. ee 

So liquor can be sold in any building 
belonging to the public. 

No corporation, association, co-part- 
nership, club or person, shall sell, or 
give away, liquor to be drunk on any 
part of the. premises or bygone 
grounds without paying the requi 
Lax. 
No liquor can be soki anywhere on 
Sunday, or between 1 and 5 a.m. of 
week, except in hotels with meals or 
in rooms, : 

No free lunch can be given. 

No ecreens or shades can be drawn to 
conceal the interior of the. place dur- 
ing prohibited hours. 

Sinbs and restaurants cannot serve 
liquors on Sunday or between the hours 
of 1 and 5 a.m. on week daya.

SUMMER FEED FOR DAIRY COWS. 
The advantages claimed for constant | 


stall feeding, or soiling, over pastur- |

acre. Im 1802 the Storra experiment 
station fed four cows on 2.4 acres from 
June 1 to Nov. 1, although no special 
effort waa made to produce heavy yields 
of the various foddera used. The past 
season the station has fed six cows on 
three acres from June 25. to Oct. 25. 
In stall feeding, very little, if any, of 
the food is wasted, while in pasturing 
much ia apolled by the tramping of the 
animals if the ground ia wet, or by the 
fee being covered or made unpalatable 
by the droppings. On large, rough pae- 
tures, where only a scanty supply of 
food is found at best, our cattle are 
often oblized to exert themselves to 
find more food than ie needed for the 
support of the aystem, and hence have 
tut little food and enerzy for the build- 
ing up of products. Our periodic 
drouths, and consequent shortage of 
pasture feed, which is almost sure to 
occur af some time during the summer, 
makes the use of more ot leas supple- 
mentary feed necessary if we keep our | 
cows producing to their full capacity. At 


the present prices of dairy products, 
anything but light grain feeding dur- 
ing the summer season ia largely out 
of the question, except for milk produc- 
ers and others getting high prices for 
their proiuets. There are two waye in 
which a supply of coarse feed other than | 
pasturage may be furnished—as silage, | 
or by the growing of sous my 
feeding them in a green state.

MILK FEVER PREVENTION.

SUPERSTITION IN RENTING. 


Janitors and Slow Payments Are Net the 
Only Weese of Agents, 

City real eatate agen's tell strange 
stories about the houses which are 
placed in their charge by the owners, 
who shift on them all care and respon- 
sibility, and, for a certain percentage of 
the receipts, expect the houses to yield 
the regulation revenue. But aometimes 
houses will yield nothing but worry 
and expenae. 

With everything in the way of loca- 
tion and ‘architecture in their favor, 
houses sonietimes remain vacant for 
long periods, and in many instances the 
owners blame the agents, but find later 


that superstition and mot laxity on the 
part of the agent bars the way to rents 
and revenue.
